, While the crops in some sections of the State have not been 
80 bountiful as we. could have . wished, the yield; altogether, has 
been, fair, and-we haye experienced: no unusual suffering or des- 
titution. . You come directly. from the people, as their chosen 
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agents and representatives, fully advised of their needs and 
wishes, to devise ways and means that will best secure and pro- 
mote their happiness and prosperity. 


In compliance with the requirements of the Constitution, I. 


cheerfully undertake to furnish you whatever aid I can in the 
discharge of this important duty.

STATE DEPARTMENT. 


The report of the Secretary of State, herewith submitted, 
like the report issued from that office two years ago, is an ad- 
mirable document. It containsafulland completé history of the 


. workings of the office, showing the amount. of fees paid into 


the State treasury, and the expenses of the office—the receipts 
being largely in excess of the expenditures. It is true, as there- 
in stated, that the act of the General Assembly of 1883, requir- 
ing all fees to be paid ‘directly into the treasury, has caused 


- some inconvenience to the people, and entailed additional labor 


upon the Secretary. Nevertheless the law is in strict compli- 
ance with the requirements of the Constitution, and is an abso- 
lute safeguard-against loss to the State, in the matter of fees, and 
I can not recommend its repeal. 

The action of the Secretary of State in keeping and adjust- 
ing the accounts between the State and lessees of the peniten- 
tiary, while not especially required of him by the law, met my 
approval and that of the Board of Penitentiary Commissioners, 
and much praise is due him, for the very efficient and correct 
manner in which this rather difficult and troublesome duty was 
performed. The Secretary's action in the removal of the body 
of the Hon. Wm. M. Davidson, as set forth in his report, was 
taken after eonsultation with myself and other State officials, 
and was approved by all. I recommend that a reasonable ap- 
propriation be made to pay Mr. Cook the funeral expenses. 

The reference by the Secretary to the exemptions of certain 
railroad property from taxation by the revenue law of 1883, de- 
mands the attention and consideration of the General Assembly. 
Section 5 of article 16, of the Constitution of the State, provides 
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“ that all property subject to taxation shall be taxed according to 
its value; that value to be ascertained in such manner as the 


|General Assembly shall direct, making the same equal and uni- 


form throughout the State. No one species of property from 
which a tax may be collected shall be taxed higher than anoth- 
er species of property of equal value.” There are certain ex- 
ceptions to the above provisions, but railroad property is not 
‘one of/them. ‘ Some mode or manner should be devised by the 
General Assembly by which the value of railroad property can 
‘be ascertained. It should be assessed as all other property, at 
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its true value: nothing more, nothing less. This property, like 


all other, is entitled to and receives the protection of the laws, 
and should bear its equal proportion of the burthen of taxation. 


The condition of the Supreme Court room is such, on ao- 
count of insufficient ventilation, that it is impossible for the 
judges to labor there during the summer months without en- 
dangering their health. There is no consultation room, and the 
arrangement is very inconvenient. I would recommend that 


' the rooms up-stairs, in the east wing of the capitol, be set apart 


for the Court, and that a sufficient appropriation be made to 
properly ventilate, arrange and furnish them.. It is especially 
desirable that the room below where the Court meets to deliver 
opinions should be furnished in a style more befitting the high- 
est court of a great State. |

AUDITOR'S AND TREASURERS REPORTS. ' 


The report of the Auditor and Treasurer cover the two years 
from Oct. 1st, 1882 to Sept. 30th 1884. Both reports are full 


and elaborate and it is unnecessary that the details be repeated . | 


by me. From them it will be seen that at the meeting of the 
last General Assembly, the State was indebted in the sum of 
$100, 000.00, money borrowed the previous September; that in 


March 1883 $150,000.00 additional was borrowed by the Finance . 


Board, Both of these sums, together with the interest thereon, 
have heen paid. 
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In addition to the payments of the amounts above named the 
Treasurer has, within the last two- years, redeemed 258 (amount- 
ing to $258,000.00) of the six per cent bonds of the State, com- 
monly called the Loughborough Bonds. There is now in the 
treasury, to the credit of the sinking fund, about $275,000.00 in 
U. S. currency. No money has been borrowed since March 
1883, and no State scrip issued. The State scrip is practically 
208 the Loughbotough Bonds, except one hundred and seventy 
belonging to the permanent school fund and sixteen belonging 
to Washington County, have been paid off. It is estimated by 
the Auditor that the collection of the revenue for 1884 will place 
in the State treasury, by the 20th of May 1885, to the credit of the 
sinking fund and of the general revenue fund, six hundred 
thousand dollars in addition to the sum now held by the Treas- 
urer. l 

This healthy condition of our finances brings us, to use the 
language of the Treasurer, “ face to face with the question of the 
settlement of our undisputed debt.” This debt, principal and 
interest, is $4,869,943.00, more than one-half of which is interest. 
No interest has been paid thereon since 1872. 


The people, at the recent election, have by an overwhelming 
majority declared that they do not intend. to pay what is known 
as the disputed debt of the State, including the Railroad Aid, the 
Levee, ond. the Holford Bonds. Their action in that behalf 
meets my hearty approval, but I can no longer see any valid 
reason or excuse for not making settlement, and provision for the 


. payment of the interest, and gradual reduction -of the principal 


of our undisputed debt. 


I fully believe that the best and only way to rid our State of 
its just debts, is to begin to pay them. 


The action of the State Treasurer in redeeming the Lough- 


borough Bonds met my hearty approval. While it was he who 
first discovered that we had the right under the law to pay them 
before maturity, and first suggested that the surplus money in 
¿he treasury should be used for that purpose, I fully endorsed 
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- his action in the premises, and feel great satisfaction that they. 


areno longer.a charge against the State. 


The Auditor and Treasurer both fully demonstrate by their 


reports, that it is possible to reduce the rate of taxation, meet all- 


legitimate expenses of the State government, and make provis- 
ion for the settlement of this old undisputed debt, which has so 


long tended to paralyze the energies of the people, repel immi- : 


gration, and rétard the development of the State's resources, 


Without going into detail or suggesting the precise mode, I 
‘earnestly urge upon the General Assembly to make a begining— 
to do‘something to show that we were fully in earnest when we said 
| that we would pay all we legitimately owed, but not a dollar of 


the fraudulent claims preferred against us. Jam of the opinion, * 


that should it be deemed best to issue new bonds, sueh bonds, for 
the first few years at least, should bear a very low rate of inter- 
est, and that no bond should be issued which does not reserve to 
| the State the right to pay the principal after a period of five 
years. The Auditor refers to several sources from which reve- 
nue may be derived to apply to the reduction of this debt. In 
addition to these, I beg leave to call especial attention to the re- 
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` COMMISSIONER OF STATE LANDS. 


If the recommendations made by the present Commissioner, 
as Well as by his immediate predecessor, Col. Campbell, be carried 
out, there is but little doubt that the money arising from the-sale 
of State lands will be almost sufficient within itself tó pay off our 
State debt. ] 

As will be seen from their reports, the donation law is con- 
stantly used as a means to practice gross frauds upon the State, 
numerous parties procuring these titles for the sole purpose of

enabling them to dispose of the valuable timber growing upon 


be repealed; and the price of all State lands increased to 92 00

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The lands originally mortgaged to the Real Estate Bank, and 
which were intended to secure the State against loss on-account 
of her liability for the bonds issued by the bank, have been 
grossly mismanaged and in a great measure wasted. But little 
has been realized by the State from them, and the law upon. this 
subject, as shown by the report of the Land Commissioner, is in 
great confusion. 

I recommend that the committee charged with this matter 
investigate it thoroughly, and that such legislation be enacted 


as will most speedily realize, to the State in cash, the amount of,

COMMON SCHOOLS.

The report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction shows 


a steady and most gratifying increase in the number of school- 
houses, and in the attendance of pupils throughout the State up- 
on our common schools. The amount of money distributed by 
the Superintendent to the various districts last year, far exceeds 
the sum distributed in any previous year. That the General 
Assembly should use all possible means, consistent with other 
demands and obligations, to foster and promote the common 


‘schools of the State, is not only enjoined by the Constitution, but 
- is the earnest wish of all who look to the best interest of our 


people. . g

I can not agree, however, with the Superintendent, that the 


, money arising from liquor licenses, insurance agencies, and.the 


proceeds of forfeited lands, should be diverted from the general 
revenue fund and appropriated for school purposes. Such'a dis- 
position of this money would render it impossible to provide for 
the ordinary expenses of the State, the interest on the public 
debt, and at the same time grant the people a reduction in their 


taxes. They have borne with great patience the heavy burdens 


placed upon them in the way of taxation for many years and 


they have a right to expect some relief. I trust that no action `

LAW DEPARTMENT. 


The report of the Attorney General details the progress made 


in the prosecution of the suits instituted by the State against ex- | 


treasurer Churchill, ex-auditor Crawford and ex-land Commission- 


er Lear upon their official bonds. The last General Assembly ap- - 


propriated $5,000.00, and directed me to employ counsel to aid the 
Attorney General in the prosecution of suits against defaulting 


State officials. Before the passage of the act the securities upon 


Governor Churchill’s bonds had retained seven or eight leading 


lawyers of the city. The law above referred to did not specify 


the number of attorneys to be employed by the Governor. I 
first applied to John M. Moore, Esq., to undertake the cause, but 
he was unwilling to do so unless I would also engage some at- 
torney who was conversant with the facts, and familiar with the 
books of the Auditor and Treasurer. I accordingly employed 
both Mr. Moore and the Hon. J. B. Judkins to aid in the pros- 


ecution of the suits against Gen. Churehill, Maj. Crawford and 


their bondsmen. : Mr. Moore afterwards agreeing to assist upon 


the trial of the cause against Mr. Lear. 

‘Suits were immediately brought in the Chancery Court of Pu- 
laski County, and service obtained at the first term against both 
the ex-treasuer and ex-auditor and their securities, Suit was 


also brought against Mi. Lear in the Circuit Court. Final | 


judgment was rendered against Maj. Crawford and his bondsmen 
for the full amount claimed by the State, to-wit: $9,922.09. 
This amount has since been paid into the State treasury. 

The case against ex-treasurer Churchill and his bondsnien is 
still pending. The attorneys employed by me, and the Attorney 
General, Maj. C. B. Moore, have devoted much time and labor to 


this cause, and have used all possible diligence in its prosecution. 


I earnestly hoped that it might be finally determined. before 
your meeting, but the “law’s delay” has proven in this, as in 
many other cases, an obstacle too formidable to be overcome. 
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DEAF MUTE AND BLIND INSTITUTES. 


The report of the Trustees and Superintendents of the Deaf- 


Mute and Blind Institutes, are very full and complete. Theun- 
fortunate pupils in these institutions appeal very strongly to our 
sympathies, and deserve the care and attention of the General 
Assembly. 

The buildings at the Blind Asylum are inadequate, and the 
character of a portion of them is such as to greatly endanger 
the lives of the inmates in case of fire. Whether the State is at 
this time in a condition to erect suitable buildin gs, or to make 


the improvements recommended by the trustees of the Deaf. 


Mute Institute, and meet such other obligations as are impera- 
tive, is a question for your consideration, and I submit it to you 
without reconimendation. I feel confident that you will be as 
liberal in dealing with the demands and necessities of those who 
have been so greviously afflicted, as the means at your command 
and your duty to the people will justify. 


ARKANSAS INDUSTRIAL UNIVERSITY. 


The University at Fayetteville, during the past two years, has 
not been entirely free from internal dissensions. The faculty 


-was, at one time, not harmonious, and the attendance has not 


been so gréat as we could wish ; nevertheless it is now in ẹ rea- 
sonably prosperous condition. 

The number of students and the expenditures are fully set 
forth in the accompanying reports, together with the estimates 
for the coming two years. Iam fully impressed with the im- 
portance of keeping this institution up to the highest standard, 
and trust the Legislature will not hesitate to make the necessary 
appropriations for that. purpose, and will also provide for such 
repairs and improvements as the safety of the building, and the 
health and comfort of the students require. But I doubt if it 
would be prudent, at this time, to make the large appropriation 
asked for the purpose of establishing the Agricultural College in 
fact as wellasin name. There are so many demands on the State

that cannot be evaded ot postponed that it seems to me it would 
be well to defer the radical change proposed for two years. 

. The Normal branch of this institution, located at Pine Bluff, 
has been very successful, and is in a prosperous condition. Prof. 
Corbin has, in its management, shown himself earnest, capable 
and economical to a degree that is highly commendable and 
worthy of much praise. i A i 


" LUNATIC ASYLUM.

‘From the report of the Superintendent and Board of Trus- 
tees it will be seen that the appropriation made for the support 
ofthe Lunatie Asylum has not all been expended. It is esti- 
mated that fully $20,000.00 will remain at the end-of the two 
years. ‘This isa very gratifying showing. I take pleasure in 
saying that no publie institution in the State has ever been man- 
aged with less.frietion and more consummate skill. The. Board of 


Trustees, Dr. Forbes, the Superintendent, and the Secretary, Mr. 


Buchanan, have all earnestly sought and faithfully labored to 
promote the welfare of the institution, and secure the health 
and.comfort ofthe patients with the least possible cost to the 
State. 

According to the report the institution is now: fail and there 
are 150 insane people in the State ynprovided for. The Board of 
Trustees recommend an additional wing for the building in or- 
der that there may be accommodations for all. This recom- 
mendation I fully endorse. If from poverty or other cause, we 
are compelled to neglect any of our unfortunate citizens upon 
whom the hand of affliction has fallen, it should not be these. 

thers may be cared for and made comparatively comfortabe by 
relatives, friends or private charity; but if the State fails to pro- 


. vide an asylum for the insane, necessity and the safety of the 
public compels their confinement in dungeons with the most . 


abandoned criminals, I trust that ample provision will be made 
for all: that are in the State, and that the General Assembly will 


. be liberal in furnishing all that 1s required for the asylum..

PENITENTIARY. 


As will be seen from the report of the Secretary of State, the ` 


number of convicts in the Penitentiary has increased within the 


last two years. That in addition to paying the cost of trans- 


porting the convicts from the various counties to the State pris- 
on, the lessees have paid into the State treasury the sum of $24,- 
600.00 for the year commencing May 7, 1883 and ending May 7 


1884. . 


The death rate among the convicts has been comparatively 
light during the last two years. Those under the immediate 
control and supervision of the very efficient Penitentiary Physi- 
cian, Dr. John Waters, have been remarkably healthy. 

An appropriation for repairs and improvement upon the pen- 


itentiàry buildings is an absolute necessity. The old building is 
in a very dangerous condition and liable to fall to ruins at any 


tinie. The roof is worn out and is but little protection from the . 


weather. The dining room and hospital are both located in this 


building. 


Under present ‘contract of allowing the convicts‘to be work- 


uted at various points inXhe State, principally in the counties of 
Pope, Conway, Johnson; Jefferson and Phillips. While I am 
confident that the parties now in cha.ge, who have succeeded to 
the rights by contract of the original lesses, have done all in 
their power to have the rules prescribed by the Board of Com- 
missioners complied with, and to have the prisoners humanely 
treated ; yet it has been impossible for the Board of Commis- 
sioners or the lessees themselves to give that supervision and 
attention to the treatment of the convicts, that their unfortu- 
nate condition requires. I firmly believe that the system of 
working convicts outside the walls of the Penitentiary is unciv- 
ilized, inhuman and wrong, and that the evils inflicted upon the 
State by this system, are in no way compensated by the addi- 
tional remuneration it produces. The objections to it are 


ed outside the walls of N penitentiary, they have been distrib- 


many. Where so many different parties are in charge some 
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will prove brutal. The impossibility of the Board overlooking 
them at points remote ; the danger to the health of the convict . 
who: is brought from the Northern portion of the State and 
placed in the cotton field in the heat of summer; the increased 
facilities for escape; the strong temptation to the lessees to hire 
those who have means or wealthy relatives to their immediate 
friends, thereby enabling them to escape the penalty of crime, 
making the law. a farce and bringing reproach upon the name of | 


justice ; ; the strong opposition of the people of every locality to - 
having them placed in their midst, which is liable at any timeto- - 


produce riot and bloodshed’; the tendency to degrade honest 
labor and the demoralizing influence upon the young men com- 
ing in contact with, and compelled to labor in close promixity to 
convicts, guarded with guns and dogs and sometimes secured 
with chains ; all of these facts appeal strongly to our sense of 
right and justice, and should, in my judgement, force us to aban- 
don a system which hàs nothing to recommend it, but its sup- 
posed economy, and adopt one more in accord with the dic- 
tates of humanity. 

If it be possible for the General Assembly, with the consent 
of the lessees, to make a new contract, by which the money aris- 
ing from the lease’can be applied to the building of machinery, 

‘such as will enable the contractors to employ the convicts inside 
| of the walls, Í believe the best interest of the State demands that 
it be done.

” The general revenue act of 1883 constituted the Governor, 


Secretary of'State and Auditor of State, a Board of Railroad 


Commissioners. The act made it the duty of the Com- 


missioners to assess for taxation the preperty of all the railroad 


companies in the State without regard'to any claim that a. 


company was exempt from taxation. 


The Board ‘organized in June 1883 and was proceeding to . 


comply with the provisions of the law, when separate suits were 
1 foo. . > 
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brought in the Pulaski Chancery Court by the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain & Southern and the Memphis & Little Rock Railroad 
Companies, to enjoin and prohibit the board assessing for taxa- 
tion thé property of each of the above named roads, each claim- 
ing that their property was exempt by their respective charters, 
B | and that the act of the General Assembly was in violation of 
that clause ofthe Constitution of the United States which pro- 
hibits the States from passing any law impairing the obligation 
of acontract. Knowing that the question at issue was one of 
vast importance to the State; that the amount in controversy 
was far greater perhaps than that heretofore involved in any 
suit brought in the State; that if the railroad companies were 
successful, it was a practical exemption from taxation for all 
time to come,.éntailing a loss to the State and certain counties 
of not less than fifty thousand dollars per annum; I was unwill- 
ing that the Attorney General, whose time was constantly em- 
ployed in other causes, should have no assistance. I therefore 
requested Judge U. M. Rose to aid him in defence of the suits. 
He readily undertook to do so, and has devoted much time and 
great labor in that behalf. The State was successful both in the 
Chaneery and Supreme Courts of the State. The two causes 
are now pending in the Supreme Court of the United States, 
upon an appeal taken by the railroad companies. 


The railroads were compelled, by the decision of the Su- 
preme Court, to pay the taxes of 1883, and paid into the Ee 
treasury for that year the sum of $24,161.15. 

Previous to the year 1883 neither of these companies had 
paid any taxes whatever, except on their lands. Judge Rose 
no* only defended the suits in the Chancery and Supreme Courts 
of the State, but has followed them to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, where they have been argued by him with 
the-strongest hopes of success. No specific amount was agreed 
upon between Judge Rose and myself as a compensation for his 
services, but as he has undoubtedly rendered the State great 
service, I trust the General Assembly will be liberal in allowing 
him a just and fair compensation. d 
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: STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 
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In 1881 the Legislature passed.an act creating a State Board 
of Health. The Board thus created was in successful operation 


and ‘doing good work for the people of the State. The last Leg- l 


islature not only failed to make an appropriation for s 


tinuing the work of the Board for 1883. and 1884, but covered 
back into the treasury all unexpended balances left over. 

. Nevertheless, under the law I appointed Health Commis- 
sioners for the State, who have done such work, as was possible 
under the circumstances, for the protection of the public health. 
This work of the Board has been chiefly that of co-operation 
with the Boards of other States, with a view of protecting the 
commonwealth against the invasion of epidemics and infectious 


diseases. Dr. J. A. Dibrell, at his own expense, has attended , 
conventions of National and- State Boards of Health. It is B 
nothing but right that the Secretary and other members of the - 


Board be remunerated for their past services, and that provis- 
ion be made to sustain the Board in the future. - 

Many of the ablest physicians of the land apprehend 
the: appearance of cholera in this country during the 


next summer, and, with our network of railroads, contagious 


and infectious diseases, contracted thousands of miles away 1 May... >< 


be deposited within our State in a few days. It is highly im- 
important that the State Board of Health receive that support 
commensurate with the duties required of it.and I trust the 
General Assembly will make the necessary provisions.

EXPOSITION, LOUISVILLE, KENTUCKY. 


Realizing the importance of having the resources of the 
State properly displayed at the Exposition.to be held at Louis- 
ville, Ky., commencing in August, 1883, the Legistature appro- 
priated the sum of $750.00 to aid Charles Wallace, Esq., then 
engaged in the. collection and preparation of specimens of the 
agricultural and other products of the State, to make as com- 
plete an exhibition of such Producta: as possible at said Ex- 
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position. Fully concurring with the Legislature as to the 
importance of the subject, and to awaken the interest of the 
whole people, I appointed Dr. C. M. Taylor, Dr. J. M. Keller, 8. 


^ R. Cockrill, Sr, S. H. Nowlin, J. M. Hewitt, John C. Cálhoun and 


G. W. Wooten, as Commissioners to represent the State at the 
Exposition. These Commissioners, without compensation, to- 


. gether with Mr. Wallace and Dr. J. Guy Lewis, devoted much 


time, labor and money to the accomplishment of the object in 
view, and by their energetic labors collected such a magnificent 


display of the resources of the State in the way of agricultural | 
products, fruits, vegetables, timber, mineral, &c., as was a source © 


of pride to our citizens, and a surprise to the outside world. 


I fee] warranted in saying that the exhibit made at Louis- 


ville resulted in great good to the State. The amount of speci- . 
mens collected and furnished by the Commissioners far ex- 
ceeded that contemplated by the Legislature. The Commission- 


ers sueceeded in raising some $3,000 by private subseription, and 
cheerfully devoted their time and labor free of charge, never- 


theless the expenses necessary to fitting up the space allowed | 


the State, the handling of products, the compensation of secre- 


tary and other incidental expenses, exceeded the amount sub- | 


scribed by $930.00. This amount, was advanced by the following 
named gentlemen, who had previously contributed liberally to 
the enterprise, viz: Logan H. Roots, $250; E. W. Parker, 


$100; John G. Fletcher, $100; Fones Bros., $100; J. B. Speers, - 


$100; John D. Adams, $200; and Dr. C. M. Taylor, $50..

| WORLD'S COTTON CENTENNIAL EXHIBITION. 
The Legislature by act of March 30th 1883, approved the 
project of a Cotton Centennial to be held at New Orleans in 1884, 
under the auspices‘of the National Cotton Planters CN 
. and appropriated the sum of $3,000.00 to have the State repre- 
sented. The act directed that the Governor appoint seven 
Commissioners, two from the State at large and one from each 
Congressional AN I accordingly appointed J. T. W. Tillar 
and Thomas W. Steele from the State at large; A. G. Jarman 
from the First; J. W. Corcoran, from the Second ; C. M. Hervey, 
from the Third; W. L. Cravens, from the Fourth; and F. R. 


Madison, from thi Fifth district. In addition to:these, upon the 


" recommendation of the Cheif Executive of the State, the Presi- ` 
dent of the United States, appointed Dr. C. M. Taylor as a dele- 


gate to represent the State of Arkansas at the Exposition. 
Since their appointment the delegates have labored with 


great zeal and intelligence to collect from all parts of the State ` 


such specimens of the products and resources of the State as 
will show her capabilities. In collecting and preparing these 
specimens, the delegates have been careful to secure as-perfect a 
class as possible, and to place the fruits, vegetables, &c., in dur- 
able cases, 80 that they can be preserved for years. The action 
of the delegates in this matter cannot be too highly commended. 

It looks to something more than a display at New Orleans dur- 
. ing the brief period of the Exposition. They feel that the time, 


labor and money expended should not be lost, but that these 


specimens should be returned to the State, placed in a suitable : 


room, be added to from time to time, and thus contribute to a 
permanent exposition of the resources of the State. 

| The framers of the Constitution of 1874 evidently had in con- 
templation the creation of a Bureau of Mines, Manufacturies 
and Agriculture, but the financial condition of the State has been 


such heretofore asto prevent any definite action in ‘this direction: 
| | 2—Goy. Mas. 
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Nor would I now recommend any very large appropriation for 
this purpose. I do, however, most earnestly recommend that 
provision be made for some one whose duty it shall be to take 
charge of the New Orleans collection upon its return here, keep 
the specimens together and from time to time add to them ; also 
to publish: and distribute a brief history of the resources and ca- 
pabilities of the State, including a description of the climate and 
soil, and the reasons making Arkansas a desirable location for 
those seeking homes. It could also be made the duty of the 
person in charge of the collection to answer all communications 
received by himself or the State officials, touching the character 
of our climate, soil, or products, and to use all legitimate means 
at his command to induce immigration tothe State. This would 
at least be a beginning that could be enlarged as the State ad- 
vances, 


HOWARD COUNTY. 


In August 1883 there occurred a disturbance in Howard 
county, which, at one time, seriously threatened the peace of the 
community. So much has been said and written: with refer- 
ence to this matter, that I deem it best to give a brief state- 
ment of the facts: 


Some fifty or sixty colored men armed with guns and pistols, 
most of whom resided in Hempstead county, went to a field, 
just-within the border of Howard county, where Thomas W yatt 
was at work. Wyatt attempted to flee, but was killed, 
having been shot many times. Joe Booker, one of the colored 
men, was also killed, it is said, by Wyatt, who was armed 
with a pistol. These colored men subsequently claimed that 
their object was to arrest and not kill Wyatt, he having preyi- 
ously committed an assault and battery upon one of their num- 
ber, and that it had been reported to them that he had assaulted 
a colored girl. 

The large number of men — in the transaction, and 
the exagerated reports of their objects and purposes greatly ex- 
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cited the poopie; and large numbers of ‘ie citizens were soon Un- 
der, arms. 


^ In attempting to arrest one of the men engaged in the kill s 
ing, by a deputy sheriff and his posse, three other colored men 
were killed. Being applied to by citizens of Hempstead county 
for arms, I requested Maj. Gen. Newton, of the State Militia, to 

go to the scene of the occurence and use his authority to pre- 

serve the peace. ` He soon reported to me from Washington, in 

Hempstead county, that quiet was restored previous to his arri- 

val; that some fifty of the colored men had been arrested by the 

sheriff, and that the citizens had dispersed. 


| Forty-three of the colored men were afterwards indicted by the 
Grand Jury, for murder. The District Attorney entered 2 nolle 
prosequi as to ten of them, thirty of them plead guilty to murder 
in the second degree, and three were condemned to hang. Two 
of those condemened to hang obtained new trials in the Supreme 
. Court, and the cases are now. pending in Clark county on a 
| change of venue. I granted pardons to five of those sentenced 
to the penitentiary. 


| Soon after the disturbance it was supresented to me that 
the colored men were in great fear of mob violence, and that on. 
account of the county warrants of Howard ¢ounty being greatly 
depreciated in value, it was impossible for the sheriff to feed, 
guard and properly protect the prisoners arrested. I visited 
the county in person and found the people determined to strictly 
enforce the law, also determined to prevent mob violence.’ They 
were greatly distressed and disheartened at the prospects of the 
heavy costs likely to be entailed upon the county. I was urged: 
by the citizens of the county to use the contingent fund at my 
command to pay these costs and expenses, but believing that I 
had no such authority, I declined to do so, but promised the 
people to submit the matter to you. These costs have fallen 
very heavily upon them, and it is utterly impossible to free 
the county from debt by the maximum rate of taxation 
allowed to be levied by the Constitution. This fact has tended 
somewhat to keep alive the irritation and bad feeling caused by 


- 
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the unfortunate difficulty. The citizens of the. county, white 
and black, have urged me to submit the matter to the Legisla- 
-ture; they believing, thatin view of the unusual character of 
the case; the fact that the parties were citizens of another 
county ; that the disturbanee was promptly quelled by the peo- 
ple of Howard county without expense to the State, that the 
General Assembly should relieve them from a part or all the 
costs incurred. In their opinion such action on your part will 
greatly tend to restore entire harmony and good feeling. 


e CONSOLIDATION OF ELECTIONS. 


I repeat the recommendations made by me twofyears ago, 
that the time of holding the general election for the State be 
changed from the first Monday in September, to the Tuesday 
after the first, Monday in November. Under the present mode 
the citizens are subjected to the, inconvenience of being compel- 
led to abandon their ordinary labors and business, and vote 
twice within a period of two months. The expense to the 
counties is simply doubled, and the impossibility of inducing all 
of the electors to vote a second time in November, has caused 
the State and our people to be greatly misunderstood and mis- 

. represented abroad. 


A statement showing the number of pardons and commiuta- 


tions granted during my term of office and the reasons therefor, 
is herewith submitted. 


In sévering my connection with the State Government it 
gives me pleasure to state that I have uniformly received the 
greatest kindness and courtesy from the heads of the State De- 
partments and the various officers of the State. My relations 
with each and all of them havefbeen constantly pleasant, and I 
am indebted to them for much valuable advice and assistance, 

. to them I desire to express my obligations, and to the people of 
the State, who have so frequently trusted me, no language can 
express my gratitude. In the discharge of the difficult 
duties imposed upon me they have most generously given me 


their confidence, and have at all times shown great patience 
and every disposition to aid me. 

(That I have committed errors and made nenk 1s- doubt- 
less true ; that I have earnestly desired and constantly sought 
to secure and promote their welfare and prosperity, and give 
them a just, fair and economical administration, is also true. 
Others have served the State better, but no one can be bound to 
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her by stronger ties, or more earnestly desire the happiness of -
